E. UROPEAN women and children 
in Hong Kong are ready for the 
start to-day of compulsory evacua- 
tion from the colony, as a new cloud 
appeared in the Far East. The 
Japanese forces in South China 
actusé Britain of betraying Japanese 
strategy to Chiang Kai-shek. 

With Japanese troops massed on 
the borders of Kowloon, British- 
leased territory on the mainland 
opposite Hong Kong, and other forces 
astride the road and rail routes from 
French Indo-China to China, Mr. 
Hachiro Arita, Japanese Foreign 
Minister, chose an appropriate 
moment to announce to the world his 
country’s policy in the light of 


events in Europe. 

Mr. Arita, formulating what might be 
called a Monroe Doctrine for the Orient, de- 
clared that Japan was paying serious atten- 
tion to the reussions of the European 
war in East Asia, including the South Seas. 
and added: “TI desire to declare that tha 
destiny of these regions—any development of 
them and any disposal of them—is a matter 
of grave concern for Japan in view of her 
mission and responsibility as a stabilising 
force in East Asia.” 


U.S. POSITION 

There are strong indications in Washington, 
however. that the United States has no in- 
tention of concurring in this policy. The 
Administration has always opposed Japan's 
plans for a “new order in Asia, and 
Government officials declare that there has 
been no change of attitude, in spite of world 
events. The Note sent to the Japanese 
Government on December 3lst, 1938, stating 
that past and possible future ‘‘ new situa- 
tions were the concern of the United States, 
remained a valid statement of U.S. policy. 

Mr. Arita. also declared that Japan was 
determined to leave no stone unturned in 
eradicating all activities for the assistance of 

neral Chiang Kai-shek.” 

The Japanese High Command, in a com- 
muniqué issued on Saturday, declared that 
their forces had occupied Chinese bases in the 
vicinity of Hong Kong, thus blocking the 
supply routes from Hong Kong and being in 
a position to take any other action if neces- 


sary. 
TO SAFER PLACES 


The Hong Kong Government had already 
decided to use its emergency powers for the 
evacuation of European women and children, 
and the necessary order was published in the 
Government gazette on Saturday. Evacua- 
tion is to be completed by July 5. Evacuees 
will first go to Manila, being sent later prob- 
ably to other destinations. Australia has 
offered to receive some. She is also takin 
some French women who are being evacuate 
in Dutch ‘planes. 

The latest Japanese allegation is contained 
in a Canton dispatch to' the Domei Agency 
in Tokyo. It points out that under an 
arrangement to avoid disputes dating from 
November, 1938, the Japanese have given 
the British twenty-four hvurs’ notice of 
military operations along the Anglo-Chinese 
border,. but, in view of the alleged infringe-

DOCUMENTS 

It is claimed that Chinese documents, in- 
cluding instructiona from Chiang Kai-Shek, 
which were seized during operations near

‘Clearly quoting the British notice.” the 
statement continues Chiang Kai-Shek in 
bis instructions orders the local Chinese forces 
to strengthen their defence of Paoan against 
the Japanese advance.
